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Report of School Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I respectfully submit my thirteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Supervision 

While a considerable portion of a superintendent’s time Is occu- 
pied with administrative duties, his chief function is in the field of 
supervising the work of teachers and pupils. Supervision is ac- 
complished in a variety of ways. By observation of the activities 
carried on in the school room during visits one gets a very good 
general impression of the standards of instruction and of the atti- 
tudes of the pupils toward the learning situation. The rate of 
progress in each grade and subject is checked by comparison of 
periodical reports from the teachers with certain standards of 
progress. The proficiency of the pupils in the skills they are ac- 
quiring and in the specific knowledge they are gaining is gauged 
by a series of standardized tests such as was outlined in the annual 
report a year ago. Another helpful source of information Is con- 
tact with parents; constructive criticism from this source is always 
welcome, and without it one is apt to lose much of the personal 
and human element that should always be a guiding factor in 
supervision. 


Teachers and Salaries 


For the past several years it has been common knowledge that 
many qualified teachers were unemployed. ‘This is still true in 
the high school field, except in Commercial and Domestic Arts 
subjects, but the surplus of qualified teachers for the upper grades 
has very nearly disappeared, and there is at the present time an 
actual scarcity of primary grade teachers. At a recent conference 
of superintendents, the President of one of the Normal Schools 
made a strong plea for us to send to the Normal Schools a larger 
number of students to be trained for teaching. 

During the depression salaries in general decreased and reached 
their lowest point a year ago. Partial restoration of the reduc- 
tions has been made in a large number of towns and cities this year, 
so that the average salaries are somewhat higher and the trend ts 
toward further increases. ‘This trend will of course be greater as 
the surplus of teachers dimimishes and disappears. 
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Cost of Textbooks 


The question is sometimes asked why the cost of textbooks runs 
so high each year. I have attempted an analysis of this cost. 
Each child requires from ten to fourteen different books in his 
progress through each grade, or a total of 92 for the eight grades. 
The cost of these is approximately $66, or an average of $8.25 per 
grade. These books wear out or become obsolete in from four 
to ten years, and the replacement cost on this basis is estimated 
at $1.40 per pupil each year. Temple has approximately 40 
pupils in grades one to eight, so that the textbook replacement 
would amount to $56 a year. The average actual expenditure 
per pupil last year in New Hampshire was $1.19. In Temple the 
average actual expenditure for textbooks in the past four years 
has been 96 cents per pupil. Each year a careful estimate is made 
of the needs for the coming year, based upon the probable number 
of pupils in each grade and the condition of the books on hand. 
This estimate appears in the budget. 


Health Program 


The medical inspection was made in September by Dr. Cayward 
and Mrs. Cutter, who report as follows:

Budget 


The total estimated cost for next year 1s $170 less than the esti- 
mate made a year ago for the current year. The appropriation 
needed to meet the budget is $4000, in place of $4100 that was ap- 
propriated for the current year. We expect to have a balance of 
at least $1000 next June, so $450.75 of this has been used in the 
budget to bring the appropriation down to $4000. The State Aid 
allotment for next year is $1,825.75, in place of $1,992.64 received 
this year. The difference is due to an adjustment balance in 
favor of the state on last year’s account. The following Items in 
the budget call for comment: Last year’s budget called for $2000 
in Teachers’ Salaries, but the contracts total $1900 this year; 
with the upward trend of teachers’ salaries we should be prepared 
to make such increases as the success of our teachers warrants. 
High School Tuition cost was estimated a year ago at $1800, but 
the cost is only approximately $1400; allowing for those who will 
complete their high school course in June, and for the eighth 
grade pupils who will probably enter high school next fall, we 
estimate the cost next year will be $1760. Some new equipment will 
be needed, at a cost of perhaps $20.
